It is possible, 
though by no means desirable, to 
crowd children into churches, huts 
and old storerooms. We have been 
doing this for a long time. But, 
if there are no teachers for them 
even when so crowded, then all 
is lost. 


What the President’s message 
lacked was a forthright analysis 
of the already existing shortage of 
teachers which will worsen in the 
years immediately ahead.

‘The children born since World 
War II will tax our educational 
éystem severely for 20 years to 
come.

The severest impact of the high 
postwar level of births will be in 
higher education.

“‘On the basis of present student- 
teacher ratios, U.S. public and 
private schools would have to ex- 
pand their total teaching force 
more in the next 10 years than in 
the past 35, while colleges and 
universities would have to add 
more teachers in the next 15 
years than in all their previous 
history. 

“The shortage of qualified ele- 
mentary and secondary teachers 
is growing more acute each year. 
More and more “emergency” 
teachers are being hired. Even 
now there is a shortage of quali- 
fied college teachers in some 
fields. After 1960 the present re- 
cruitment difficulties are likely to 
seem trivial by comparison—even 
for the strongest colleges and uni- 
versities. 


Quality 

“Quality, and not quantity, is 
the essence of the teacher short- 
age problem. Temporary expedi- 
ents that concentrate merely on 
numbers are likely to mean long- 
range deterioration in the quality 
of education.” 

The President sought, rather 
forthrightly, to meet the fact the 
problem varies with the states. 
He proposed allocation of larger 
amounts to states with lower in- 
comes. Matching requirements of 
the poorer states would be lower 
than those with higher income. 
Thus Pennsylvania, for example, 
might need to put up $7,000,000 to 
get an additional $1,000,000 from 
the government, while Georgia 
might need to put up only $1,- 
000,000 to obtain $7,000,000. This 
would not be too palatable po- 
litically to senators and congress- 
men from the richer states. They 
hardly would support it. It also 
is an interesting fact that fear of 
federal control is greatest in the 
states with lesser incomes. 

Thus, the huge building program 
on a matching basis is likely 
doomed without the further com- 
plication of the segregation con- 
troversy. Certainly both destroy 
any possibility of it becoming law. 
Possibly the only advance in this 
session of the Congress will come 
out of the debates. The public 
should become familiar with the 
problem as it now is not.

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Judiciary Retorms 
Can Serve Justice 


Lawyers and many laymen have fora 
long time recognized that all was not 
cricket with our methods of choosing 
judges for state courts. Direct election 
by the people, short terms of office 
and appointments by the governor in case 
of vacancies have kept these judicial of- 
fices too tied up with politics and sensi- 
tive to political pressures. 

Rep. Hamilton Lokey, of Fulton, has 
proposed a constitutional amendment in 
the House of Representatives that sounds 
like a practical beginning to remedy the 
situation. 

Under Rep. Lokey’s proposal, terms of 
justices of the Georgia Supreme Court 
and judges of the Georgia State Court of 
Appeals would be increased from the 
present six to 10 years. Terms of Su- 
perior Court judges would be increased 
from the present four to six year period. 

Under an adaptation version of the 
“Missouri” Plan,” already operating with 
great success in a number of other states, 
future court vacancies would be filled 
from. nominations made to the governor 
by a seven-member “judicial council.” 
The council would pass on the qualifica- 
tions of those under consideration and 
submit their names to the governor for 
final selection. In event of vacancies at 
present, the governor makes appoint- 
ments at his discretion. 

Rep. Lokey’s proposal, if anything, 
does not go far enough. It affects only 
interim appointments by the governor in 
case of death or resignations. It does not 
extend to the regular elections except as 
it lengthens terms. 

A reservation to the proposal lies 
within the “judicial council” idea. On such 
a council the public should be fully rep- 
resented. In other words, it should not be 
a council composed entirely of lawyers 
chosen by the Georgia Bar Association 
nor of individuals appointed by the gov- 
ernor. 

The present system of having Su- 
perior Court judges face the electorate 
every four years discourages some of 
the best judicial minds from seeking the 
offices, especially in view of salaries in 
relation to the costs of running for and 
holding office. 

In both the lower and higher courts 
there would be fewer “political” decisions 
if judges were more secure from pres- 
sures. Any step the General Assembly 
can take in that direction would be wise. 
We believe the people would approve.

Why Should the Trucks 
Be Longer and Wider? 


It seems to us that Frank Allcorn Jr., 
and members of the Georgia Association 
of Highway Commissioners, of which he 
is president, are on sound ground in op- 
posing House Bill 114 which would 
increase lengths and weights of trucks. 

The commissioners point out that 
Georgia's roads are not now wide enough 


and safe enough for the large vehicles 
already operating on them, Every mo- 
torist is familiar with the difficulty of 


passing the already huge truck and trailer 
trucks on the narrow state highways. 
Larger and heavier ones would without 
doubt create an even greater hazard to 
safety. 

That damage to roads—especially to the 
more lightly paved rural roads of the 
state—would be serious also seems a 
sound conclusion by the commissioners. 
They have asked the governor to veto 
the bill if it should pass, Floor Leader 
Denmark Groover opposes the bill in the 
House but Speaker Moate supports it. The 
administration apparently is split. We en- 
dorse the stand taken by the county com- 
missioners of the state. 

Public hearings on the bill are slated 
for today. If, as reported, the Federal 
Department of Highways, which puts up 
much of the money for construction is 
indeed opposed, there should be an op- 
portunity for that fact, and other oppo- 
sition, to be recorded.

Peron left a strong core of supporters 
behind when an officers revolt, presum- 
ably backed by a great segment of the 
Argentine nation, sent him packing. He 
was lucky to escape with his life and be 
allowed the pleasures and privileges of 
a well-endowed exile. | 

If he thinks the sacrifice of 1,000,000 


Argentine lives is a satisfactory swap 
for his return, he places a higher price 
on his services than any dictator in 
history. 

Peron’s prediction for 1956 is, we 
hope, only a dream. He must find exile 
dull stuff. For certainly there can be few 
more boring jobs than that of dictator 
emeritus, particularly when the retired 
dictator has more than his share of ego.

Honors Due Lanier 


In His Own Country 


Though he died 75 years ago, the 
memory of Sidney Lanier still is green in 
Georgia. 

The lake that will be formed when 
the gates of Buford Dam are closed on 
the Chattahoochee’s flow will be named 
for him. And a move is afoot to name 
the majestic new bridge across the rivers 
and marshes of Glynn after him also. 

Lanier possibly is Georgia’s greatest 
poet. Certainly he is the greatest if time 
is any test. Today his Song of the Chat- 
tahoochee and his Marshes of Glynn, writ- 
ten nearly a century ago, are as fresh 
and probably even better known than 
when they came from his inspired pen. 

Georgia’s favorite poet came of a tal- 
ented Huguenot family well-known in 
English court and musical circles during 
the reigns of Elizabeth, James I and 
Charles I. His mother’s family, the An- 
dersons of Virginia, likewise had a bent 
for music and poetry. In Sidney this in- 
heritance flowered. As a child he could 
play almost any musical instrument. And 
this feeling for melody and rhythm was 
translated into his language. 

Lanier was a signal officer during the 
War Between the States. While on duty 
aboard a blockade runner he was captured 
and imprisoned. The rigors of prison re- 
sulted in tuberculosis, which illness 
finally claimed his life. 

Poverty and poor health shadowed him 
as he roamed the South trying to make 
a living for his family as a hotel clerk, 
lawyer, musician and writer. In Balti- 
more he found a cultural environment to 
his liking and something approaching 
economic security as a lecturer in Eng- 
lish at Johns Hopkins University. 

Though ill much of the time, Lanier’s 
poetry was vital and cheerful. He ranged 
a wide field of art, economics, religion 
and love, but is remembered best for 
his songs of the marshes and the river. 

That he should be honored at the 
marshes and along the river he loved 
and wrote of so beautifully is more than 
appropriate.

Legislative Economy Panel 


Deserves To Be Continued 


The state Legislative Economy Committee has done such a good 


job it 


is difficult to understand the reluctance of Chairman Den- 


mark Groover toward continuing such a group on an indefinite basis. 
A continuing economy committee would, of course, conduct its 


program on a less extensive basis. 


It would serve primarily as a 
watchdog against inefficiencies in 
state government, 

The concentrated probe, hear- 
ings and studies of Mr. Groover'’s 
committee since its appointment 
last June have produced in six 
short months a multitude of rec- 
ommendations touching virtually 
every phase of state affairs. 

For their energetic and compre- 
hensive labors both Mr. Groover 
and his entire committee are due 
the thanks of Georgia taxpayers. 

The committee estimates that 
$5,000,000 can be saved by putting 
into effect its various recommen- 
dations. The committee’s work 
during these six months cost $35,- 
000, a small sum by comparison. 

It would be impossible to meet 
all of the recommendations during 
the present session of the Legisla- 
ture, even if the solons were in- 
clined to do so—which they are 
not. Some of the proposals will be 
enacted, but many will not. Time 
will not permit. 

In its. two reports, for example, 
the committee makes a total of 
more than 451 separate recom- 
mendations. 

The mere fact that it is impos- 
sible and impractical to immedi- 
ately put all of these proposals into 
effect is a strong argument for a 
continuing economy committee to 
see that progress is made during 
future months and vears. 

A continuing committee would 
serve as a follow-up group on this 
report, as well as checking on 
other government practices as 
they develop. 

Lieut. Gov. Ernest Vandiver has 


said repeatedly that he favors a 
continuing economy committee. A 
Senate reorganizational committee 
recommended Monday that if the 
House does not see fit to cooper- 
ate in a joint committee, the Sen- 
ate should set up its own economy 
group, 

This, of course, would not be as 
influential as a joint committee 
but it would be considerably more 
effective than merely spreading 
the responsibility among all stand- 
ing committees (of which there are 
62 in the House) as Mr. Groover 
has proposed in lieu of a continu- 
ing economy group. 

Lieut. Gov. Vandiver’s idea has 
the greatest potential value to the 
state. We hope the House will see 
fit to participate in a joint com- 
mittee,

Several representatives have 
voiced their unalterable opposi- 
tion to abolishing the public 
schools. 

In addition to the private school

A report by BENJAMIN F. FAIRLESS President of American Iron and Steel Institute 


I want to tell you about one of the 
biggest jobs in steel’s whole history — 
the expansion in the industry now and 
in the years ahead.

Miss Blair has nurtured and 
developed the historical society 
from a tiny social group with 
only 44 names on its roster to 
one of the best organizations of 
its kind in the nation with more 
than 1,000 dues-paying members. 


She is the only executive secre- 
tary the society has ever had. 


30,000 PICTURES 


In announcing her, selection, 
Edward D. Smith, chairman of 
the WOTY professions’ commit- 
tee, pointed out: 

‘But for Miss Blair much of 
the lore, beauty and charm of At- 
lanta of yesteryear would have 
been lost forever.” 

Smith said Miss Blair’s work 
“shall last far beyond her and 
far beyond us.’”’ 

He said she has collected, idep; 
tified and catalogued about 39,- 
©000 pictures of Atlanta’s past. 


EX-STATE HISTORIAN 

Because of her, Smith con- 
tinued, the history, customs, 
scenes and life of Atlanta will be 
“better known, as only they can 
be known through pictures, and 
the heritage of our town will not} 
be lost in its change.’ 

Miss Blair served 12 years as 
state historian, Georgia Depart- 
ment of Archives, before her ap- 
pointment in 1937 as executive 
secretary of the Atlanta Historical 
Society. 

A native of Douglas County, 
she became assistant legislative 
reference librarian of the Geor- 
gia State Library in 1916. She en- 
tered the Georgia Department of 
Archives and History in 1920 and 
progressed to the directorship of 
that department.

Planting for 
Grandchildren 


For a long time I’ve nurtured the theory that mountain 
yegetables taste so good because mountain farmers have to 
work so hard to grow them. Extra flavor is compensation for 
rocky, hilly fields, a shorter growing season and colder winters, 


Since it was my theory, independently arrived at as I 
stuffed on mountain viands at Clayton and Dillard and Ellijay, 
I was fond of it and didn’t want to see it destroyed. 

Mr. John Virgil Arrendale, who at 76 years of age is one 
of the oldest and wisest of mountain farmers, not only treated 
it respectfully, he improved upon it. 


“All of nature is the Lord’s work,” he said with one of his 
slow, easy smiles. “‘Maybe we do work harder than in the 
sections where they have rich, level fields and long, hot sum- 
mers. But we get three things in exchange—soil that is rich 
in minerals, cool air and plenty of moisture. That should make 
us the vegetable bin of the land.” 


Mr. Arrendale. who lives at Tiger, thinks the valleys of the 
Blue Ridge mountains are admirably suited to raising the old 
table standbys, beans and peas and tomatoes and okra and 
sweet corn. But he has experimented freely and he believes 
that they are also perfect for producing the fancy-priced glamour 
vegetables like celery, lettuce, cauliflower and broccoli. 

Now he would like to see all the farmers in the mountain 
counties organize growers’ groups for the purpose of encouraging 
production and improving market methods. 

Mr. Arrendale was the third person from Rabun County to 
go away to college and earn a degree. (‘‘Dr. Andy Ritchie, 
who founded Rabun Gap School, was the first. His brother, Will, 
was the second. Will went to California but Andy stayed with 
-_.™ 

He considered studying medicine. Those were the days 
when only professional men received higher education. But his 
natural love of the land and his lively curiosity about it pre- 
vailed and he was one of the first graduates of the University 
of Georgia School of Agriculture. 

“To show you the difference, there were only two of us to 
graduate in agriculture in the year 1905. Now they come out 
by the hundreds.” 


He reared four children on the land and has, from time to 
time, worked as a county agent and in the State Department of 
Agriculture. He is an avid devotee to tree farming and has 
personally set out thousands of white pines and poplars on 
cut-over land bought cheap in Rabun County. 

A few weeks ago somebody kidded him about planting a 
tree crop he would never live to see harvested. 

“I got here early,”’ retorted Mr. Arrendale, “and I plan to 
stay late. But if I don’t live to be a hundred, the way I plan, 
I've got children and grandchildren. My neighbors have children 
and grandchildren. Those trees will be appreciated.”’ 


Mr. Arrerdale has some ideas on legislation he would like 
to see enacted. One of these is “‘Nickels for Know-How,” a 
program already working in North Carolina. 

Under his plan a tax of five cents a ton would be placed on 
fertilizer and seed and the proceeds would be used by the De- 
partment of Agriculture in a program of research. He would 
also like to see foresters in all the counties to encourage and
